The Office Action mailed October 15, 2004, has been carefully reviewed and the 
following response has been made in consequence thereof 

Claims 1-21 are pending in this appUcation. Claims 1-21 are subject to a restriction 
and/or election requirement. 

In response to the election requirement set forth in the Office Action, Applicant, with 
traverse, elects for prosecution in this application all claims of Group I as identified in the Office 
Action. Claims 1-14, drawn to an apparatus for packaging substances, classified in Class 53, 
subclass 130.1, are in the elected claim group. 

The requirement for election is traversed because the inventions set out by the claims in 
Groups I and II clearly are related. Applicant submits that a thorough search and examination of 
any Group would be relevant to the examination of the other Group and would not be a serious 
burden on the Examiner.
